No official Gaisiect has been issued 
regarding tho incident and the only \in- 
formation comes from the Chinese Press. 

Yesterday the Nationalist Government 
sent a long cable to the Foreign Office in, 
London on'.the subject. The text of this 
cable has been forwarded to us by the 
Canton Information Bureau and is as 
follows: ; 

“In response to nation-wide “popalar 
indignation dnd ‘after a thorough 
examination of the matter the Nationalist 
Government deems it necessary to enter 
a most energetic protest against - othe 
arrest of fourteca members of the Kuo- 
mintang in the British Concession at 
Ticdtsin on November Qord, and their 
-delivery into the hands of the Fengtieo 
military authorities. The fourteen Chi- 
| nese citizens wero peacefully living withia 
the limits of the British Concession which 
ts Chinese territory. There “was no pre- 
vious’ accusation of any sort against 
\them, so it is to be.presumed they had 
not been disturbers’,‘of order, or the 
British authorities would long since have 
taken the ordinary action ' against any 
troublemakers or promoters of disorder.
